The*registration of all dogs is re­ 
quired in a bill passed by the recent 
legislature, copies of

been reeejved here. The new dog law 
requires the payment of a registra­ 
tion fee of $1 for males and $2 for 
females, over 3 months of age. 
It 
requires all degp te wear u license 
tag, which shall be furnished by the 
circuit court clerk on registration and 
payment of tl/e registration foe. 
Ail transfers of ownership of dogs 
must be reported to the circuit court 
rlerk and all dogs brought into the 
state for field trials and exhibition 
purposes and remaining in the state 
more than 30 day* must be registered 
umi the license paid, 
The circuit court clerks of the state 
aro given a fee of 2$ cents for each 
dog registered ami the sheriff, depu 


tie s, constables and other 
officials, 
who are charged with the tluty of 
killing on sight ait dogs not weuring 


look after other delinquent licenses 
also are charged witli the duty of re­ 
porting dogs not registered and are 
given a fee for such service. 
The new law places dogs on the 
same foothtfc as other prff^erty and ia 
giving the same protection to them as 
is thrown about ail other household 
goods. 
It provides further that the receipts 
from the operation of the law shall be 
turned into the state treasury and 
shall be used for payment of the ex­ 
penses at the Pasteur institute 
of 
thoee persons who are forced to take 
treatment there from the 
bites 
of 
dogs and are unable to pay such ex­ 
pense*. 
It also provides for the re 
imbttmement of

losses of Uve stock from dog bites
